While suffering from aberration of 


the mind Bertha Anderson, daughter 
of A. A. Anderson, 
of Grampian, 


drank lye, from the effects of which 
she died last evening at 11 o'clock. 


Miss Anderson's mind had been af- 


fected for some time, and this is the 
second time she attempted to take 
her life. 
While employed as a do- 


mestic by a family in Clearfield about 
a. month ago Bertha swallowed poison, 
but her life was saved at that time. 


Sometime ago Bertha went to Pitts- 


burg, where she was employed as * 
domestic. Her condition became Buck 
that she was taken charge of by the 
board of charities of that city and the

lost in the sinking by Ger- home last week, and, knowing her 


condition, a watch was kept over her, 
but Sunday night she managed j» 
elude her watchers and got held of a 
box of Banner lye, drinking about 
half the contents. 


When this was discovered Dr. Cur- 


rier was called and worked with her 
the better part of the day yesterday, 
but without avail. It was the inten- 
tion of the county commissioners to 
bring Miss Anderson to the county 
home sometime today. The first plan 
was to bring; her down yesterday, but 
her condition was such that she could 
not be moved. 


Bertha was about 19 years of age, 


the daughter of A. A. Anderson, of 
Grampian. That she was not in her 
fight mind when she diank the lye is 
the general verdict. No other cause 
tor the suicide is known.

Even in the military 
hospitals where the latter have been 
filled with the enemy's wounded this 
principle has never been abandoned. 
But what France wants to know is 
that even if German surgeons as a 
rule are followers of this method- 
something of which the French sur- 
geons are openly doubtful—was it ap- 
plied with the same impartiality to 
the French wounded who fell into the 
hands of the Germans as it was to 
their own? 


Great light is expected to be thrown 


upon this subject when the French 
wounded finally arrive from Germany. 
A thorough investigation will then be 
made both by French surgeons and 
government officials, and if suspicions 
which are now openly voiced, appear 
to be verified, France will submit the 
situation for international considera- 
tion.

labor question in his speech "at the 
Sigma Chi gathering labt night wntn 
he warned against the dangers of 
keeping the child in idleness u* til the 
age of sixteen. "Any law." said the 
justice, "that says a. boy shall not 
work until he is sixteen is doubtful." 


Against the slavery of child labor 


there is a unanimous voice of pro- 
test. Relief and protection properly 
is asked of the law for the boy or 
girl who goes to mine or mill in im- 
mature years to drudge from morning 
to night for a pittance. Every moral, 
physical and economic consideration 
justifies the prohibition of such em- 
ployment.

Justice Elkin, of the supreme court, 


made a pertinent point on the child 
labor question in his speech "at the 
Sigma Chi gathering labt night wntn 
he warned against the dangers of 
keeping the child in idleness u* til the 
age of sixteen. "Any law." said the 
justice, "that says a. boy shall not 
work until he is sixteen is doubtful." 


Against the slavery of child labor 


there is a unanimous voice of pro- 
test. Relief and protection properly 
is asked of the law for the boy or 
girl who goes to mine or mill in im- 
mature years to drudge from morning 
to night for a pittance. Every moral, 
physical and economic consideration 
justifies the prohibition of such em- 
ployment. 


But all boys' work and all girls' 


work is' not slavery, is not confining, 
harmful to the physical welfare or 
actually competitive with adult labor, 
and therefoie an 
economic 
injury-

available and suitable for the boy or 
girl, which is desirable training in the

Thyroid, in the opinion of the gov- 


ernment scientists, is far too dan- 
gerous a drug- for in experienced per- 
sons to experiment with. 


"When used as a drug it has a very 


powerful effect on the whole human 
system and this information should 
be sufficient to warn anyone against 
dosing himself blindly with it," says 
the department's bulletin. 


For 
medical use a

of 


sheep's thyroids are dried at a tem- 
perature of from 90 to 100 degrees 
and then powdered. This powder may 
be admim'Mered either dry, or when 
treated with glycerin, as a liquid. 


"It indubitably does reduce tissue,"
